“People have alw ays regarded me 
as a fairly lenient judge,'’ Yankwich 
said, “and I’m proud to say that 1 do 
look favorably on well-regulated pa­ 
roles. But when it com es to selling 
liquor on 
Indian 
reservations, 
or 
breaking any of the other national 
laws regarding our Indian country, 
I’m just as tough as 1 can possibly 


be.” 
Palm Springs, the speaker pointed 
out, is faced by a peculiar problem, 
situated as it is alongside one of the 
m ajor reservations. 
"But the Indians w ere here first,” 
he declared, “and they're here to stay. 
Besides. I was told by one of your 
realtors only the other day that Palm 
Springs could not possibly afford to 
have all th e land contained in the 
reservation suddenly throw n upon the 
real estate m arket.” 
Cooperation with 
F ed eral 
S uper­ 
visor H. H. Q uackenbush in his ad­ 
m inistration of local Indian affairs 
was urged upon Lions by Judge Yank* 
wich. 
“Crime, as you know, has been 
greatly reduced under Mr. Quacken- 
bush’s direction." Yankwich said. 
The judge explained som e of the 
federal regulations applying to the 
reservation. A road going through a 
reservation, 
he 
em phasized, 
even 
though it be m aintained by the coun­ 
ty, is considered Indian country. 
"So. if you're carrying liquor on 
such a road.” he w arned, “don’t stop 
— keep going until out of the te rri­ 
tory." 
Sharing speaking honors with Judge 
Yankwich yesterday was Hal Forest, 
creator and cartoonist of "Tailspin 
Tom my," who chose aviation as .iis 
topic. 
The U nited States, F o rest said, is 
far behind most European countries 
in the m a tte r of m ilitary aviation, al­ 
though it spends considerable money 
in the train in g of pilots. 
A m erica’s problems, however, are 
different from those of m any foreign 
nations, he pointed out. 
“The Japanese, for instance." F o r­ 
est said, "need spend much less money 
than the U nited States in preparing 
airm en. T hey possess an unbelieveable 
spirit of devotion and courage, as is 
evidenced by their 
w illingness 
to 
suicide if necessary in destroying an 
enemy ship. T hat’s not hokum .” 
I 
Because she expects so 
rapid 
a 


turnover in her pilots, therefore, J a ­ 
pan spends only about $5,000 to train 
one man. w hile the U nited S tates 
spends at least $100,000. 
Japanese fliers, furtherm ore, are

"M ineral deposits near the Burbank 
a irp o rt have presented radio techni­ 
cians with a problem which they have 
as yet shown no likelihood of solv­ 
ing.”

Mrs. Rive-King Pearson, widow of 
Humphrey Pearson, Hollywood screen 
writer, who was shot to death in their 
Palm Springs home on February 24 
under circumstances which have never 
yet been satisfactorily 
explained. 
Tuesday obtained special letters of ad­ 
ministration in Los Angeles to man- j 
age his estate. 
Mrs. Pearson went before Commis-, 
sioner J. W. Mullin, Jr., in Los Ange-1 
les probate court and stated that her 
late husband had left no will. 
His estate was estimated at about 
$50.000, most of 
which comprises 
money In banks. Bond was set by 
the court at $50,000 for the adminis­ 
tratrix. 
Mrs. Pearson was accompanied to 
court by her niece, Esther Piechow- 
ski; her brother, Wallace Bowman, 
and Attorneys Fred O. Reed and Rich­ 
ard L. Kirtland. 
Bowman and Reed took charge of 
Mrs. Pearson’s affairs immediately 
after she had been taken from the 
scene of the fatal shooting to River­ 
side, in technical custody. The cor­ 
oner's inquest over Pearson’s body re­ 
sulted in an open verdict. Mrs. Pear­ 
son gave no statem ent as to the exact 
occurrences at the time of her hus­ 
band's death in the desert home, and 
was released. She waa inmate of a 
private room at the Riverside Com­ 
munity hospital under guard of 
a 
deputy sheriff for several days follow­ 
ing the shooting. 
Mrs. Pearson and her husband both 
were declared by witnesses to have 
been intoxicated at the time of the 
fatality. Pearson received a death 
wound from a revolver, assertedly 
during a struggle in the bedroom with 
Mrs. Pearson over the weapon, after 
he is alleged to have threatened self 
destruction with a bullet. The gun was 
found hidden in a dressing-table draw­ 
er in another room and the Negro but­ 
ler found Mrs. Pearson sobbing over 
the lifeless form of her husband.

“T here w as another of these fet­ 
ishes, a tw in to this one, w hich 1 
sold last night,” Mr. W atson explain­ 
ed. 
“ I knew I should 
never 
have 
separated them , for surely enough 
the w rath of th e gods a t this m ovej 
was shown by the earthquake.” 
T h a t was Mr. W atson's explanation 
of th e earthquake in view of w hat the 
Indian interpretation of such an event 
would be. 
It was also an indication 
of his personality—for Mr. W atson is 
m ore than th e com m ercial ow ner of 
an Indian trad in g store— he is the per­ 
fect exam ple of a man w ho is sincere­ 
ly interested in his w ork. 
It w as eig h t years ago th at Mr. 
W atson established Indianoya, w here 
he, as one of th e few business people 
who own th e ir buildings, has been 
ever since. 
A retired business man, 
the pro p rieto r is far m o re interested 
in collecting th an in selling. To him, 
his w ork is a fascinating hobby. 
Mr. W atson has a typical collector's 
point of view. 
He buys for the m ere 
sake of collecting, w ithout consider­ 
ing th e u tilitarian or re ta il values of 
the articles. 
There a re m any things 
in h is shop w hich he do es not expect 
to sell, but w hich he treasures with 
d istin ct pleasure. 
In speaking of the degeneration of 
Indian art, Mr. W atson w as vehem ent 
in his belief th at the w hite m an has 
stu n ted the am bition an d sincerity of 
the Indian in h is work. 
He displayed 
some fetishes m ade hundreds of years

Then Mr. W atson 
exhibited fetishes m ade by the In­ 
dians in recen t years for the tourist. 
T hese are sm all, unadorned objects, 
showing

insincerity 
and 
apathy. 
T he spirit is gone. 
Standing against a background of 
Indian-m ade N avajo rugs; necklaces 
m ade from d e e r teeth, bear claws and 
alligator te e th ; artistically-decorated 
pottery; and silver jew elry, Mr. W at­ 
son explained the sym bolism s of the 
various articles. 
He pointed out the 
differences betw een the real things 
and the fakes, explaining 
the 
dis­ 
tinguishing tra its 
Especially in the m aking and sell­ 
ing of silver jew elry is there a great 
deal of faking. 
Although m alachite 
is employed in the m aking of the so- 
called Indian jew elry, it is not the 
real thing, because only turquoise has 
the power of protecting 
the 
body. 
R ath er than the body, according to 
the Indians, the stone will receive 
the dam age in time of danger. Tiny 
holes, som etim es regarded as flaws 
in th e stones, are in reality indica­ 
tions of the authenticity of the a r­ 
ticle. for the Indians bore these holes 
to perm it the evil sp irit to come out. 
T h e Indian T rading Post is noted 
for the inform al spirit and friendli­ 
ness which pervades its rooms. Noted 
guests, such as Jane 
W ithers 
and 
Shirley Tem ple, find the articles fas 
einating for exploration, and residents 
of the com m unity like to drop in to 
Indianoya an d cliat around the open 
fire place. 
And they are alw ays welcome, for 
Mr. W atson considers his establish­ 
m ent a place for people, truly inter­ 
ested in his m aterials, to gather.
